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FAIRFORD CHURCH, &c. 


\HE town of FAIRFORD lies in the hundred of 
Britwell's-barrow, four miles diſtant weſt from 

Leachlade, eight eaſt from Cirenceſter, and twenty-three 
eaſtward from Glouceſter. A fine gravel lies near the * 
ſurface, which makes the place dry and healthy. The 
little river Coln, runs through it, over which there has 
been a bridge for many ages; but before that was built, 
the great road led through a ford at this place, which 
gave occaſion to the name of Fareforde, as it was antiently 
written; where fare does not ſignify fair or beautiful, 
but a paſſage, in which ſenſe we even now ſometimes uſe 
it, as in thorough-fare, &c. and it is derived from the 
Saxon word papan, to go, to paſs ; fo that the name W 
deſcriptive of the ſituation, and ſignifies the paſſage "al 
the ford. The river produces excellent trout and cly- 
fiſn, and empties itſelf into the Thames a little below the 
town. 
| Here is a market, not much frequented, on Thurſdays, 
and two fairs, held, fince the alteration of the ſtyle, on 
May 14, and Nov. 12, for cattle and pedlery. The 
turnpike-road from Cirenceſter to London leading thro* 
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it, there are two or three inns for the accommodation of 


travellers. But the town is moſt diſtinguiſhed by the 
handſome ſeat.belonging to Mrs. Lambe, and by the fine 
painted glaſs windows of the pariſh church. The earl of 
Hilſborough was born in the manor houſe, on which 
account his lordſhip has done the place the honour of 
taking the title of viſcount Fairford. 

Mrs. Lambe's ſeat ſtands about a quarter of a mile 


above the town. It is a good houſe, with a deer-park, 


and gardens well laid out, and kept in proper order. 
There 1s a viſta from the north front, terminated by an 
obeliſk about a mile from the houſe. A fine plantation 
ſtretches along the eaſt bank of the Coln, with pleaſant 
ſerpentine walks, and openings from ſeveral feats and 
buildings, to take in views of the Wiltſhire hills and 


Other diſtant objetts. 


The houſe was built by Mr. Barker, grandfather to the 
preſent proprietor, but modernized and much improved 
by the late Mr. Lambe. Dr. Parſons, who collected 
many materials towards A Hiſtory of Glouceſterſhire, 
in his manuſcript written about the beginning of this cen- 
tury, relates, that at the building of it, many urns and 
medals were found, the former broken by the 'workmen 


in digging, without ſaying what the medals were. Sir 


Robert Atkyns took his account from Dr. Parſons's 


Collections, and enlarged the ſenſe, in ſaying, that medals 


and urns were often dug up; and our topographical writers 
have followed him. But upon ſtrict inquiry, it appears 


that none have been found here, except the above. Theſe 
| N were moſt probably concealed, previouſly to a 


umiſh which happened hereabout, not unlikely in the 
time of the civil wars between the Yorkiſts and Lancaſtri- 
ans, tho' our hiſtorians have not taken notice of it. Yet,

Or THE Cu RR. 


The church is in the deanery of Fairford. It is a 
vicarage, worth about 1501. a year. The preſentation is 
in the dean and chapter of Glouceſter. It formerly be- 
longed to the abbey of Tewkeſbury. and upon the diſſo- 
lution of that houſe, was granted to the chapter of Glou- 
ceſter, 33 H. 8. UTE T1 
The church is a beautiful building, 125 feet long, and 
55 broad. It conſiſts of a fpacious body, ſapported by 
handſome fluted pillars, and two proportionable alles, 
very handſomely paved in chequers of blue and white 
ſtone, and is neatly pewed. It has a handſome tower in 
the midſt, ornamented with pinnacles, and ſeveral ſcut- 
cheons of coat armour. On the ſouth fide is Checky, 
bearing a chevron. On the eaſt ſide, Three chevronels, for 
Clare earl of Glouceſter. There are three chancels, and 
a veſtry. The middle chancet is fitted up with ſtalls, like 
the choirs of ſome cathedrals. They were probably in- 
tended for the accommodation of the abbat and monks 
of Tewkeſbury, to whom the vicarage belonged till their 
houſe was diſſolved. f 
John Tame purchaſed the manor of Fairford of king 
Henry the Seventh, and levied a fine thereof in the 14h 
ear of that king's reign. He was a merchant in London; 
and having taken a ſhip bound for Rome, in which was a 
large quantity of very curious painted glaſs, built this 
church in the year 1493, for the ſake of placing the glaſs 
in it, and dedicated it to the Virgin Mary. Upon a& 
count of that painted or ſtained glaſs, this church is famed 
and admired, not in England only, but in moſt parts of 
Europe. It has twenty-eight large windows, in which 
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are repreſented the moſt ſtriking paſſages of the Old and 


New Teftaments, and ſome of them ſo exquiſitely finiſh- 
ed, that fir AnTHony VAN DYRE affirmed that the pencil 
could not exceed them. The deſigns were done by that 
eminent maſter ALBERT DuRER, to whom the greateſt 
improvements 1n the art of painting on glaſs are attribut- 
ed, and the windows of the church are proportioned 
exactly to fit each ſtory. In the north fide are the ſtories 


of the Old Teſtament ; in the eaſt and ſouth, thoſe of the 


New; and that of the Judgment in the weſt.
